In 1983, she returned to Quebec City to win the C.B.C. Talent 
Festival and in the same week went on to win the Eckhardt-Grammaté Competition 
in Brandon. Miss Parker has been a frequent soloist on C.B.C. radio and has 
performed with many of Canada's leading conductors including John Eliott 
Gardiner, James Fankhauser, Jon Washburn and Raffi Armenian. She continues to 
divide her time between her studies at Juilliard and her active performing 
career in Canada. 


Born in Kitchener, Ontario, pianist JAMES MANSON graduated in 1982 from the 
University of British Columbia as a student of Robert Silverman.
